BAIL IN CRIMINAL CAMI8
In the Unikd Statei w* con­ 

sider a man accused of a crime 
to be innocent until he i« found 
guilty beyond a roatonablu 
doubt. And lili guilt u dolor- 
mined it the time ot hit trial- 
riot the time of hig orreit.

That li why our Constitution 
guarantee's right to bull in all 
except "capital" casei, where 
the punishment may be death. In 
California, for example, murder 
Is a capital oftenie.

The law requires that the ar­ 
resting nfllcer must take the, ic- 
cused before a magistrate at 
once. The magistrate looks into 
tha truth of the accusation and 

whether the accused 
shall be discharged, held on 
ball, or held without ball. If bull

The Constitution says that bid 
may not be set in "excessive" 
amount.
